INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash off 
all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before plant- 
ing, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. Dig a hole 


2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 11% feet deep. Place the Peony 
root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches below the level 
of the ground. It may be necessary to place more soil back into the 
hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 inches below the 


level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped down well so it will 
not settle any more. Hold the divisions erect in the center of the 
hole, with one hand, with the other draw in the soil and pack it 
firmly about the root so that just the eyes show. Give the root a 
pail of water and then fill in the balance of the hole and firm the 
soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony appears above the ground, 
begin to cultivate at least twice each week until August 1st. By keep- 
ing the soil loose during the first growing season, there should be 
no loss. 


A. B. FRANKLIN (Franklin) 
A large, late double white that opens with a faint rosy flush with a 
tinge of pinkish cream in the center. Petals are closely packed in 
Rose-like arrangement. Flower is perfect in form, of great substance, 
and is delicately fragrant. Plant is medium tall, with excellent foliage 
and stiff, straight stems. One of the very best of all white Peonies. 
This fine white was awarded a Gold Medal by the American Peony

ACME (Franklin) 
A fine creamy rose type, fragrant pink coming into bloom midseason. 
In color it is a little darker than Minuet. The plant is a thrifty grow- 
ing variety, with excellent foliage, and strong, stiff stems.

PHYLLIS KELWAY (Kelway) 
A very large, loosely built rose-pink, coming into bloom midseason. 
The center petals are very large and broad, and are intermingled with 
bright golden stamens. This is a flower that is liked by all who see 
it. This fine pink and Susan White make a fine combination, as they 
are the same type but differ in color. A Brand Division $1.50 


PRES. F. D. ROOSEVELT. (Franklin) 
A large, very full double Rose type, dark pink. The plant is tall with 
strong, stiff stems. The large glossy leaves hang downward giving 
the plant a dressy appearance. A striking and much admired variety.

SAM DONALDSON (A. M. Brand) 
A late, deep dark red coming into bloom late in the season along 
with Philippe Rivoire. This is one of the very deepest of the dark 
reds, with an excellent stem, medium to large flowers of semi-rose 
type. Many of the blackish reds burn in the sun, but this one does 
not.

SARAH BERNHARDT (Lemoine)

The guard petals, 
which are a delicate even pink, are broad and surround a beautiful 


tuft of delicate cream colored filamental petals.

EDMOND BOSSIER. S. This is a new single red or red-purple that 
pleases us very, very much. It is the latest of the single reds, and it 
is so exceedingly soft and rich that we class it as a “must have” Lilac. 
This fine variety is one of our favorite reds and we know it will prove 
satisfactory in any garden. (See color page 53). 


ETNA. S. Another fine single which is very scarce and seldom listed. 
One of the most brilliant reds of all Lilacs, coming into bloom late in 
the Lilac season. A very showy variety. One of the recent introduc- 
tions. 


FIRMAMENT. S. A new variety that we are not able to offer year after 
year.

The bush is literally 
covered with fair sized nicely shaped panicles composed of florets of 
giant size. 


JULES SIMON. D. An erect growing variety with very clean branches 
and heavy, clean, light green foliage. Expanding buds show much 
bright intense rose. Opening truss becomes a very rich, clear, velvety 
light blue.

KATHARINE HAVEMEYER. D. A splendid Lilac which we like more 
and more the longer we have it.

They might bloom, but these blooms would only be a disappoint- 
ment. Such blooms would be very small, have very little color,

The bushes really begin to blossom the second year and the 
blooms will increase in size and beauty if well cared for over a 
period of some ten years. By careful handling they can be kept 
at perfection as long as one lives.

Direction for Planting Lilacs 
on Other Shrubs 


1. When your package arrives, stand it in water overnight without 
unwrapping the bale. 


2. Before you open your package, dig the holes large enough to 
take the Lilac roots without crowding. Fill each hole with a pail of 
water and allow it to seep away. 


3. Do not spread out your plants and let them lie on the ground 
while you are planting. 


4. Take one Lilac from your package at a time and work the soil 
carefully about the roots until the hole is half full. Then tamp the soil 
about the roots unusually hard. Pour in a pail of water and go on to 
the next plant and treat it in the same manner. 


5. When you have completed your planting, come back to the first 
one and fill the hole with soil and tamp it down also. Then place some 
loose mellow soil over the top of the ground. 


6. Keep your plants well cultivated the first year so they will become 
well established. 


7. If the planting is made in the fall, place a coarse mulch about the 
plants the first winter to keep the ground from heaving. 


8. If your ground will grow a good garden, it will also grow a good 
Lilac. If your soil is poor, you could place some well rotted cow manure, 
if some is obtainable, in the bottom of the hole before you make your 
planting but this should be tamped down tightly with some good 
garden soil on top before the root is placed in the hole. 


9. If you use a commercial fertilizer, dig a trench about your plant 
early in the spring about a foot away from the main stem. Cover this 
with soil and the rain will wash this fertilizer equally about the roots. 


10. Be sure to keep your plants well watered during dry weather. 
Watch them from the time you make your planting until they have 
become thoroughly established. 


If you follow the above directions, you should succeed with every 
one of our plants. 
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MAURICE BARRES. S. A very large single with showy, open, widely 
branched panicles. The plant is strong growing and blooms lux- 
uriantly.

CONTROL OF PESTS 
PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the 


only enemies of the Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray 
either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use liquid lime-sulphur in 
preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or if the 
oil spray is used, then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In 
using the oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out 
before putting in the oil. Lime-sulphur spray should be applied 
just as the buds are beginning to show green, while the oil spray 


should be used before the buds show any green. 


The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes 
are kept well cultivated and growing, there is but little borer 
trouble. Where the borer is at work, he may be taken and killed 
by running a small wire into the hole and twisting it around to 
accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the 
furrow of the borer with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; 
then plug up the entrance with putty or gum. Don’t wait until 
this destructive worm has destroyed a part of your Lilac bush.

SUNDOG. 


The Flowering Crabs are not only beautiful when in 
loom, but many varieties produce fruit. The fruit from 
some varieties is excellent for jelly, jam, ahd pickling. 
The fruit from other varieties makes fine food for birds 
late in the fall. It is also very ornamental, for the bright 
little Apples hang on the limbs as thick as Gooseberries 
on their branches.
